cents. In consequence of this vast supply, 
which will hardly pay to market in full, 
the hog crop promises to be extraordina- 
rily large, and will be sold at greatly re- 
duced prices, so greatly reduced that mess 
pork, which has been held at $22 to $23 
and from that figure on down to $16, will 
tall very considerably below the latter fig- 
ure. Already the provision dealers of 
Chicsgo, who are proverbially sharp in 
trade, are offering to make contracts for 
delivery a year hence at $14 and under, 
consequently the planter’s supply of meats 
will not cost much more than half as much 
as was ps the early part of 1871. 

Oats, barley will be a full av- 
erage crop; and hay, which promised for 
a time to be short, will give from second 
growth about a two-thirds average crop, 
Hence fced for stock will cost considerably 
less than last year, Fruits were never 
known to be so plentiful as they have 
already -proved to be in the South and 
promise to prove in the North. The es- 
culents have done well in the South, aud 
notwithstanding the ravages of the Colo- 
rado bug among the potatoes, these 
crops promise to be abundant in the 
North. 

The war in Europe, which began iu July 4 
last, cut off a large demand tor American 
crope—cotton, corn, tobacco and wheat. 
The end of that war, now arrived, will 
revive the demand in Great Britain and on 
the continent, because it will set all the 
industries to work again, and they must 
be ted.

And what 1s the prospect presented in 
the immediate future in a material or bus— 
iness point of view? What is the condi- 
dition of our fabric? Can it weather the 
storms that may arise, and is it m a condi- 
tiou to justify us in trusting to its shelter 
and safety? Agriculture is its foundation. 
Manufactures and the mechanic’s arts first, 
and then trade and commerce are the 
superstructure, all cemented together by 
the finances of the country. Is our found. 
ation in good condition? Is it able to 
meet the demands made upon it by the 
superstructure? What is its real condie 
tion? These considerations will be suffie 
cient for one outlook. 

Louisville is more deeply interested in 
the prosperity of the South than any other 
section of the country. What 1s the pros- 
pect in the South? In 1870, planters spent 
all they made in 60 in tertilizers, seed and 
supplies—and, failing to heed the admoni- 
tions of experience, risked their all on one 
crop—cotton. The season was most au- 
spicious. An immense crop was the 
result, amounting to 4,200,000 bales, of 
about 450 pounds each. But they raised 
little or nothing else. ey listened to the 
deceptive promises which selfish, or inex- 
perienced, or unsound; economists kept 
constantly dinning into their ears. Hope 
told a flattering tale,” to which they gave 


labors was that at least onebalf of the 
crop was sold for less than actual

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Italy’s Dread. 

About the only government in Europe 
that sympathized with the assassins and 
incendiaries of the Paris Commune is that 
of Italy. Not that thie government is by 
any means favorably struck by the politi- 
cal and social principles advocated by the 
Commune, or that it is in tayor of having 
the fine edifices and monunients ot France 
destroyed by the insane rabble of the 
Internationale, but her aympetby is solely 
due toa fear of France. Ever since the 
ekctions for the French National As- 
sembly resulted m giving a somewhat 
conservative and clerical complexion to 
that body, the Italians have been mortally 
airaid of an intervention of France in 
favor ot the Pope. That intmgues for 
such an intervention have been go- 
ing on in France is indisputable. 
The French clergy have been working 
zealously to inspire the Fiench peasants 
with enthusyasm for a cause which they 
describe to them as a holy crusade, so 
that a war for the Pope would at present 
be quite popular in France. Even such 
men as would have, in other days, rejected

True, 
there may be passages ia these books which are 
apparently written to Christians; but these 918 
sages are Only directed atthe character or con- 
dition, the person will sustain in future, For 
Instance, @ recruiting sergeant, in drumming up 
recruits, might address them, even before they 
become soldiers, on the subject of the duties 
which will devolve upon them afier they shail 
have been enrolled as soldiers. Christ's ser- 
mon po the mount is an exampla 
of ibis kind. The speaker referred to many 
plain aud forcible exampies to illustrate his 
argument.
